Jacob's wonderful disci'iminntioii oE tlio char- 
acteristics of his sons, tho pruncbcr took for 
his to.\t GeiK'Sis xliv, 50: "BaoillB that Lis 
liCu is hound up iu tho lad's lito," and deliv- 
ered tlio following discourse: 


These words wero spol:on by Judnli as do- 


Bc-riptivo ot tho tondornoss and affection 
vhich Jacob felt toward 
Benjamin, tho 


youngest sou of that patriarchal family; but 
they ai'e words just as appropriate to many u 
parent in this house—since "his lito is bound 
up in llii> lad's lifo." I liavo known parents 
that seemed to have but little interest; in their 
children. A father says: uMy son must look 
out for himself. 
1C ho comas up woll, all 


right; if ho turns out badly I cannot help it. 
I am not roaponsiblo for his behavior. Ho 
miist tnko tho same risk in-life that I.took," 
As well might tho shophord throw a lamb 
into u den of: lions and then say: "Little 
lamb, look out for yourself!" 


It is generally tho case that oven tho boast 


loolcs nftor its 3'ouc~. I liavo gone through 
tho woods on n summer's day, and I liavo 
heard a groat outcry in a bird's nest, and I 
liavo climbed up to soo what was tho mutter. 
I found out that tho birds ivero starving ami 
that tho mother bird had gono oft not to 
como back asa:n. But that is an cxc'option. 
It is generally tbo case that tho old bird will 
pick your oyes out rather than k't you como 
nigh its brood. Tho lion will rend you in 
twain if you approach too nearly tho whelps; 
tho fowl in tho barnyard, clumsy footed ar.d 
heavy wiiigoil, Hies fiercely at you if you 
como too near tlie little (,'roup, and God in- 
tended every father and mother to be tho 
protection and tho help of thu child. Jesus 
comes iiito ovory dwelling and says to tho 
father or mother: "You have- been loolcing 
after this child's body and mind; tho time 
has como when you ought to ho looking n.ftor 
its immortal soul." I stand boforo hundreds 
of people with whom tho question morning, 
:ioon and night is: "What is to .become oC 
tbo child? What will bo its history; "Will-it 
chooso piLfclis of virtue Or vice? Will it ac- 
cept Christ or reject him? "U'hcru will it 
spend eternity?1' 


I read of a vessel that foundered. Tho 


boats were launched; many of tho passengers 
\vurostrusgliiiK in tho water. A mother 
with one hand beat tho waves, and with tho 
other hand lifteil up tho little child toward 
tho lifeboat, crying: "Wavo my child! Save 
my child!" The iiupassionud outcry of that 
mother is the pruyer of hundreds of Christian 
people who sit listening this morning while I 
speak. I propose to show some of the causes 
oC parental anxiety, and then how that anx- 
iety mny bo alleviated. 


I find the first cause of parental aaxiety in 


tho ineilldcney and imperfection of parents 
thomsnlverf. Wo liavo a slight hope, all o£ 
us, that our children may escapu ou:1 faults. 
Wo hide onr imperfections, and think they 
will steer clear of them. Alas, there is a poor 
prospect of that! There is more probability 
that they will choose onr vices than choose 
our virtues. There is something like sacred- 
ness in parental Imperfections when the child 
looks upon them. The foil}' of the parents 
is not so repulsive when tho child looks at it. 
He says: illruther indulges in It; mother in- 
dulges in it; it C"in't •*-> so bad." Your boy, 
10 3'ears o: age, goes up a back street smok- 
ing his cigar—an old stump tkit hu found in 
tho street—and a neighbor accosts him and 
says; "What urn you doing this tori What 
would your father say if ho knew it?" The 
boy says: "Oil. father does that himself!" 
There is not one of us this morning that 
would deliberately choose that his children 
should in nil thinci follow his example, and 
it is tho consciousness of imperfection oC our 
part as parents that makes us most anxious 
for our children. 


Wo are also distressed on account of tho 


unwisdom of our discipline and instruction. 
It requires a great deal of ingenuity to build 
a house or fashion n ship, but more ingenu- 
ity to build the templo of a child's character 
and launch It on tho great ocean of time and 
eternity. Where there is one parent that 
seems qualified for tho work there coem to bo 
twouty parents who miserably fail. Hero is 
a father who says: 
(1My child shall know 


nothing but religion; he shall hoar nothing 
but religion; ho shall see 
nothing bat 


religion." The boy is aroused at 0 o'clock in 
tho morning to recite tho Ten Command- 
ments. Ho is awakened OIF the sofa on Sun- 
day night to see how much ho knows of the 
Westminster catechism. It is religion morn- 
ing, noon and night. .Passages of Scripture 
are plastered on tun bedroom wall. He looks 
for the day of tho month in a religious alma- 
nac. Every minister that comes to tho house 
is told to tuko tho boy aside and talk to 
him and 
tell him 
what a great shi- 


ner lie is. 
After 
u 
while 
the 
boy 


comes to that period 
of 
life when ho is 


too old for chastisement, and too young to 
know and feel tho forco of moral principle. 
Father and mother aro sitting up for the 
boy to come home. 
It is nine o'clock at 


night—ten o'clock—it Ls Myelvo o'clock—it is 
half past twelve, and they hear the night key 
jingle in the door. They say ho is coming. 
Gtorgo goes very sol'tly through tho hall, 
hoping to get up stairs before ho is accosted. 
Tho father says, "Georgo, where have you 
been:'1 "Been out!" Yes, ho has been out, 
and ho hjis been down, and hois on the broad 
road to destruction, for this lifo and tho lifo 
to come. Father says: "There is no uso in 
tho Toil Commandments; tho catechism seems 
to mo to bo an utter fail lire." Ah, my friend, 
you make u very great mistake. You stuffed 
that child with religion until he could not 
digest it; you made that which is a joy in 
many households an abhorrence in yours. A 
man in midlilesaid to me: ^1 can't bccomo 
a Christian. In my father's houso 1 gotsuch 
a prejudice against religion I don't want 
any of it. My father was ono ot tho best 
men that ever lived, but ho had such severe 
notions about tilings, and ho jammed re- 
ligion down my throat, until I don't want 
any of it, sir." There have been somu who 
havo erred in that direction. 


There are hor.scholds whero mother pulls 


one way and father pulls the other. Father 
eays: "My son, I told you tho first time I 
caught you in a falsehood I would chostiso 
you, aud now I am going to do it." Mother 
says: "Don't, let him oir this time." Jnsomo 
families it is all scolding and fretfulnuss with 
tho child; from Monday morning to Satur- 
day night it is that stylo of culture. Tho boy 
is picked at, and picked at, and picked at. 
Now you might bettor give ono sound chas- 
tisement and havo done with it, than to in- 
dulge in the perpetual scolding and fretful- 
ness. There is moro health in one goal 
thunderstorm than in three or four days o£ 
cold drizzle. 


Hero is a parent who says: "I will not err 


on tho side that parent has erred, in being too 
strict with his children. I will let miuo do 
as t>:oy please. If they want to eoino in to 
prayers, they ram; II tbpy want to play at 
cards, they cau; they con do ajiythiug they 
please—'.hero shall ba no hindrance. Qo itl 
Hero aro tickets for tho opera and theatre, 
son. Take your friends with you. Do what- 
ever you dcsiro." Ono days gentleman conies 
in from tho bonk .W his father's office and 
says: 
"They want to sea you over at tho bout a 


minute." Father goes into tho bank. Tho 
cashier says: "Is that your check)" Father 
looks at it and says: "Xo: I Lever trava tlyt 


cuoCK. I never cross a. ''t' in that way; I 
never make the curl to a 'y' in that way. It 
is not my check; that's a forgery. 
Scud for 


tho police." "Ah,"says'the cashier, "don't 
bo so quick; your son did that." The fact 
was that tho boy had been out in dissipating 
circles, and 810 and S-jO wer.t in that direc- 
tion; and he had been treated ar.d ho had to 
treat others; and the boy felt he must have 
$300 to keep himsolf In thai circle. 
That 


night tho father sits up for rue son to como 
home. It is 1 o'clock boforo ho comes. into 
tho hall. Ho comes in very much flushed, 
Lis oyes glaring and his breath offensive. 
Father Rays: "My son, how can yon do'sof I 
have given you everything you wanted and 
everything to mako you comfortable and 
happy, and now I find, in my old age, that 
you are a spendthrift, a libertine and a 
drunkard." 
Tho son snys: "Now, father, 


what's tho uso of your talking in '-'"1!- way/ 
You told mo I might have a good time and 
to go it. I have been acting on your sug- 
gestion, that's a!!." And so ono parent CITS 
on ono side, and another parent ori-s on the 
other, ar.d how to strike n happy medium be- 
tween severity and too great leniency, and 
train our sons and daughter for usefulness 
on earth and bliss in heaven, is a question 
which agitates ovory Christian household in 
my congregation. Where so many gooil men 
and women have failed, it is strai:ge that ivo 
should sometimes doubt the propriety of our 
theory anil the nccuriwy of our kind oC gov- 
ernment. 


Again, parental anxiety often arises from 


an early exhibition of sinfnlncss in the chikl. 
Tho morning glories bloom for a liti'e while 
under the sun, and then thoy shut up as the 
heat comes on; but there aro fiowors along 
tho Amumm that blnza their bonut.y for weeks 
at a time; but tho short lived inra-nhif; glory 
CuinUs its mission as well as the Victoria 
Regla. Thero am some people who take forty, 
fifty or sixty years to dovi-lnp. Then there 
aro little children who Ming their beauty on 
the vision and vanish. They mi! morning 
glories that cannot stand the glaro of the hot 
noon sun of trial. You have ail known such 
little children, They wero pak>; they were 
ethereal; there was something very wonder- 
fully deep in the eye; they had a gentle foot 
and soft baud, ar.d something almost super- 
natural in their behavior—ready to bu wafted 
away. You had such a ono in your house- 
hold" Gone now! lu w:is too delicate a plan!; 
for this rough world. The heavenly gardener 
saw it and look it in. We mako splendid 
Sunday school boulis out ol' such children, 
tut thoy almost always die. I havo noticed 
that, fo'r the most part, tho children that live 
sometimes get cross, and pick up had words 
'in tho street, ami quarrel with brother and 
sister, and prove unmistakably tliat they »ro 
wicked—as the Bible says, going uslrny from 
the womb, speaking lies. Sen the litl.le ones 
i:i tho Sabbath class, so sumbiny and beauti- 
ful, 
you would think they wore always so, 


but mother, seated a little way off, looks 
over at these childrennm! thiuksof the awful 
time sho had to get them ready. 


After tho boy or girl romcs a liltle further 


on in life tho marl; of sin upon them k still 
moro evident. 
The son comes in from u 


pugilistic encounter i;i tin.- streets, bearing 
tl'.c marks oC a detent. Tho daughter prac- 
tices positive deception, and the parent says: 
'•What shall 1 do? 1 can't always be cor- 
recting and scoliliiiR, and yet these things 
must bo stopped." .it is especially sad if the 
parent sees his own faults copied by the 
child. It is very hard work to pull up a 
nettle that wo ourselves planted. We iv- 
•juomber that the greatest frauds that over 
shook <ho banking houses of tho country 
started from a boy's deception a good ninny 
years ago; and the g!ear.'*ig Made of the 
murderer is oniv another blade of tho knife 
with which the boy struck at his comrade. 
Xho cedar of Lebanon, that wres'.,!es with the 
blast, started from seed lodged in tho side of 
the mountain, and the most trcmenilnns dis- 
honesties of tho world Once toddled t'Ut from 
the cradle. All these things make parents 
anxious. 


Anxiety on the part of parents also arises 


from the consciousness that thpro arc so 
many temptations thrown all around our 
young people, ll may !>o almost impossible 
to take a castle by siege—straightforward 
siege—but suppose in the night there is a 
traitor within anil he goes down and draws 
tho bolt and swings open tin: great door, and 
then tho castle falls immcdintely. That Is 
thotroublu with tho hearts of tho young; 
thoy have foes without and foes withiu. 
There are a great many who try to make c.ur 
young people believe that it is a sign of weak- 
ness to be pure. The man u'ill toss his head 
and take dramatic attitudes and tell of his 
own indiscretions, and n.sk the young man if 
ho would not like to do the snmi!. And 
they call him verdant, and they say ho is 
green and unsophisticated, and wonder how 
ho can bear the Puritanical straight jacket. 
Thoy tell him ho ought .to vironk from his 
mother's apron strings, mid thoy say: '-J will 
show you all about town. Come with me. 
"on o'ught to see the world. It won't hurt 
you. Doas you please, it. will be the making 
of yon." After u while the young man snys: 
'•I dosi't want to bo odd, nor can I afford to 
sacrifice these friends, and I'll go and see for 
myself." From tho gates of hell them goes 
a shout ot. victor}'. Farewell to all inno- 
cence; farowoll to all early restraints favor- 
able to that innocence which once gono never 
comes back. I heard one of tbo best men I 
over know, 75 years of age, cay: "Sir, Cod 
has forgiven me for all tho sins of my life- 
timo, I know that; but there is one sin I com- 
mitted at CO years of .ago that I never will 
forgive myself for. It sometimes comes over 
mo overwhelmingly, and it absolutely blots 
out my hope of heaven." 


Young man, hear it. How many traps 


there are set Tor our young people! Thnt Ls 
what makes parents so anxious. Hero aro 
tomptatious for every form of uissipation 
and every stage of it. Tho yoin:c u»i» when 
ho first goes into dissipation is very particn- 
iur whero hu goes. It must bo a fashionable 
hotel. Uo could not be tempted into these 
corner nuisances with red stained gloss and n 
mug of beer [minted on tho sign board. You 
ask the young man to go into that place and 
he would say: "Do you moan to insult me?" 
Mo; it must bo a inarblo Moored barroom. 
There must be uo lustful pictures behind the 
counter; there must bo ao drunkard hiccup- 
ing while he takes his glass. It must bo a 
Dlucc where elegant gentlemen come in and 
click their cut glass and drink to the an- 
nouncement of flattering sentiment. But tho 
young man cannot always fluii that kind of a 
place; yet ho lias a thirst and it must bo grat- 
ified. Tbo down grado is fitcejicr now, ar.d 
ho is almost at the bottom. Hoi-o they sit iu 
an oyster cellar around a card table, wheez- 
ing, bloated and bloodshot, with cards up 
greasy you can hardly 
t«ll who 
has 


tho best' hand. 
But never mind; they 


ore only playing Cor drinks. Shufllo away] 
Sbufllo" away! Tho landlord stands in his 
shirt sleeves wUh hands on bis hips, watching 
tho gamo aud waiting for another call to hll 
up tho glasses. It is the hot breath of eternal 
woe that Hushes that young man's, cheek. In 
tho jets of gaslight I see tho shooting out of 
tho liery tongue of the worm that never 
dies. The clock strikes twelve; it is the toll- 
Ing of the bell of uternity at the burial of a 
soul. Tu'o hours pass on, and they are all 
sound asleep in their chairs. Landlord says: 
"Como, now, wake up; it's time to shut up." 
Push them out into tht air. They aro going 
homo. Let tbo wife crouch in tbo corner, 
and the children hide under the bed. They 
aro going home] What is tbo history of that 
young man; He began his dissipation at the 
Fifth Avenue hotel, and completed tbo dam- 
nation in the worst grog shop in Navy 
street. 


But sin oven does not stop here. It comes 


to tbo door oE ihu drawing room. Thero aro 
men o( leprous hearts that go into thi: very 
best classes of society. They aro so fasci- 
iiating—tliuy havo such a bewitching way of 
offering their arm. Yet tho poison of asps is 
under tho tongue and their heart is boll. At 
iirst their sinful devices are hidden, but after 
a while they begin to put forth their talons 
ol death. Now thoy begin to show really 
what they are. 
Suddenly, although you 


could not havo expected it, .they were so 
charming in their manner, so fascinating in 
their address, suddenly a cloud, blacker than 
was ever woven of midnight or hurricane, 
drops upon some domestic circle. 
There 


is ugouy in the parental bosom that none but 
the Lord God Almighty can measure—an ag- 
ony that wishes that tho children of the 
household had been swallowed by the crave, 
when it would bo only a loss of body instead 
of a loss ot soul. What is the matter with 
that household! "They have not had tho front 
windows open in six months or a year. Tho 
mother's hair suddenly turned white; father, 
hollow cheeked and boat over prematurely, 
goes down tbo street, Thero bos boon n<J 
death in that famBir-"*> 1^" -* "—"Wttt 


ixcs ma"dnes.s seized upon them? No! no! A 
villain, kid gloved, patent leathered, with 
pold chain and graceful manner, took Unit, 
cup of domestic bliss, elevated it high in tin- 
air until the sunlight struck it, and all the 
r.iiubows danced about the brim, ami '..bo'.i 
JasLied it down in the desolation nr.d woe, 
until all the harpies of darkness clapped their 
hands with glee, and all the voices oC hell ut- 
tered a loud l:a! ha! Oh, there are scores 
and hundreds of homes that have been blas'.- 
ed, and if the awful statistics could be fully 
set before you, your blood would freeze into 
a solid rnko of ice at the heart. 
Do you 


wonder that fathers and mothers are anxious 
about their children, and that they ask tliem- 
selves tbe question day and nicht: What is 
to become of them; what will be their des- 
t'ny? 


1 shall devote tbo rost of my remarks to al- 


leviation of parental anxiety. Let me say 
to you., as parents, that a great deal of that 
nnxiety will bo lifted if you will begin early 
with your children. Tom Paine said: "Tbe 
first five years of my life I beeamo an in- 
fidel." A vessel goes out to Kea; it has been 
five days out. A storm comes on it; it 
springs a leak; t'ne helm will not work; 
everything is out of order. 
What is the 


inatt:erf 
Tho ship is not seaworthy, and 


never was. It is a poor time to find it out 
now. 
Under the fury of tho storm the vessel 


goes down, with 230 passengers, to a watery 
grave. The Lime to mako the ship Seaworthy 
wus iu the dry dock before it started. 
Alas 


form, if wo wait until our children get out 
inLo the world before we try to bring upon 
tliem tho influence ot Christ's religion! I 
tell yon, Hie dry dock of tho Christian homo 
is the nlnco whero wo are to fit them fur use- 
fulness nnd for heaven. In this xvorld, under 
tlin siorin of vicn and temptation, it will lie 
too lute. In the domestic circle you de- 
riile whether your child shall bo truthful or 
f-ilse—whether it shall be generous or penuri- 
ous. You can loll by the way a child divides 
an apple ;ust what its future history will be. 
You ought to ovoi"see the process. 
If the 


child take nine-tenths of the apple, giving the 
olhor tenth to his sister, if he should live to 
he one hundred he will be erasping and want 
llio biggest pieoi oi' everything. I stood in a 
house iu one of thi Long Island villages, and 
1 saw a beautiful tree, and I said to tho 
nwnrr: "That is a very fine tree, but vvhut a 
euri.ius crook there Ls in it!" "Yes." said ho, 
"1 planted Miiit tree, and when it was a year 
old I. went to New York and worked f;s a 
moi-honii- for a year or two, and when I came 
Imfl: F found Hint they had allowed some- 
thing t" sl-.ind ngninsl tiio tree; so it lias ui- 
u-iivs hail that, crook." And so I '.bought it 
was with the influence upon children. If you 
allow anything to slm-.d in llio way of moral 
ii-.lliicnce against a child on this side or tlmt 
sidr, to I ho latest day of its life on earth and 
through nil eternity it will show tho pressure. 
Xo wonder Lord Byron u'as bnd. Do you 
kn.iw his iiH'lber said to him, when she sow 
him one d.-.y limping across tho floor with his 
unsour.il foot: "Get out of my way, you 
lame brat!" What chance for n hoy like 
Hint; 


Two young men come to the door of fin. 


They consult whether they will go in. The 
one young man goes inond thootbcr retroals. 
Oh, vou sav, tho lost had better resolution. 
>'n.' that was not it. Tho first young man 
hrtd nn early good influence; the last had been 
pioiirjv trained, and whcu ho stood at the 
donrnf sin dkcussing the matter he looked 
c.ron:iil as if to see some one, and he felt an 
invisible Imnd on his shoulder saying: "Don't 
go in! llon'tgoln! Whose hand was it; A 
mother's hand, fifteen years ago gone to 
dnsr. A gentleman was telling me of the 
fact that some years ago there were two 
young men who stopped at tho door ot the 
Park theatre in >'ew York. Tho question 
was whether they should go in. That night 
there W.'LS to b(; u very immoral play enacted 
in tile Park theatre. One man went in; tho 
otln-i- staved our,. The young man who went 
in w.T.t'or. from sin to sin and through 
a crowd of 
iniquities, and 
died in the 


hospital of delirium tremens. 
The other 


young llinn, who retreated, chose Christ, 
went into the Gospel, and is now ono of tho 
most: eminent ministers of Christ in tbiscoun- 
trv. Anil the man who retreated gave as his 
re:i.-i-m for turning back from tho 'Park the- 
ativthat 
night that there was n 
voice 


within him saying: "Don't go in: don't go 
in." 
And for tlmt reason, my friends, I be- 


lieve si' much in Bible classes. Hut there is 
something better tlia:i -the Bible class, ar.d 
that is tlm Sunday school class, t like it be- 
eaus'1 it '-ikes children at an earlier point; 
nnd the infant class I like still better, because 
it takes children before they begin' to walk or 
to talk straight, ar.d puts them on the rood to 
heaven. Yon cannot begin too early. 
You 


stand on the ban!: of a river flowing by. You 
cannot stop that river, but you travel days 
:>ml days toward tbo source of it, and you 
ilud after a while where it coroes down drop- 
ping from tho rock, and with your knife you 
make a course in this or'thatdircction fortho 
dropping to tnke, and you decide the courso 
ot tho river. You stand and seo your chil- 
dren's character rolling on with great impet- 
uosity nnd passion, and you cannot atfect 
them". Go up toward tbo sourto whero tbo 
-harnetor first starts and deeido that it shall 
•,iiko thD right direction, and it will follow tlio 


t'nth you givo it. 


But I war.tjou to remember, 0 father! 0 


mother! that it is what you do that is going 
to affect your children, and not what you 
f.\y. You toil your children to become Chris- 
tians while you are not, and they will not. 
Do you think Noah's family would have gono 
into the ark if he bad not gono In? They 
would say: "No, there is something about 
that bu:it that is not right; father bos not 
gone in." You cannot push children into tho 
kingdom of God; you havu got to pull them 
in. Then) has been many a general in a 
tower or castle looking at bis army lighting, 
but tha: is not the kind of a man to arouse 
enthusiasm 
aim. ; hU troops. It is a 


CJaribalili or Na|juleon I who leaps into the 
stirrups, nnd dashes into the conflict, and has 
his troops fnllou'iug him with wild huzzu, 
bo you cuiiiiotstniiilufl.' in your impcniujnt 
staw and tell your children to go ahead into 
•.ho Christian life, and havo them go. You 
mustyo-.irselt' dush into tbe Christian conEict; 
yon must loud them and not tell thorn to go. 
I)o yun know that all thn instruction you 
give- t-o your children in a religions d-irection 
goes for nothing unless you illustrate it in 
yuur own life,' The teacher at tho school 
takes n copybook, writes a specimen of go.id 
writing ncrosii tbo top of tho page, but ho 
makes a mistake in one letter of the copy. 
Tlio boy comes along on the next line, copies 
Llie top line and makes the mistake, ami if 
tliero ba fifteen linos on that page they will 
havo tiie mistake there was in Che copy i'ii 
the top. Tho father has nn error in this lito 
—a very giviS error. 
Tbo son comes 


along and copies it now, to-morrow, next 
vear, copies it to the flay of his death. 
It is 


what you nre, not so much what you teach. 


Ittvu a family altar. 
Let it bo a. cheerful 


place, !lio brightest 1-00:11 iu your house. Do 
not wenr your children's knees out with long 
prayers, Have tho whole exercise spirited. 
If you have a ir.clodeon, or an organ, or n 
piano, in the houso, have it open. Then lead 
in prnycr. If you cannot make a prayer of 
your own, take Matthew Henry's prayers or 
tlio Episcopal prayer book. ' None better 
than that. ' Kneel down with your little ones 
morning and night: commend them to God.
